THE HOSPITAL SCANDALS 


Burdett-Couts Charges Discuss- 


ed Little Fighting in 


South Africa 


Salem, Mass., June 29.—An interesting 


case was heard in the superior court, 
Judge> Pierce, here Thursday afternoon. 
The story was brought out during the 
course of the divorce cose of Lean H. 
Osgood of Haverb-Ul, who prayed for 'a 
divorce from he1 husband, George F. 
Drew. In 1878, wnen the girl was only 
16 years of age, she was married to 
Charles W. Osgood, who soon after went 
to sea. In September, 1879, the vessel 
on which he sailed was reported lost with 
all hands on board. The young: bride 
mourned, but after waiting: eight years 
she married George F. Drew. Nina 
years later she learned that Osgood had 
not been drowned, and she at once sep- 
prated firom Drew. She now brings this 
petition for the nullity of the marriage 
bonds. Osgood is living in the west at 
present, brut has not been In communica- 
tion with his wife. The case was begun 
yesterday morning. Eben Osgrood, an 
uncle, testified that he knew Charles W. 
.Osgood in February, 1889, and believed 
him to be living somwhere in the west.

Re then proceeded to read ex- 
tracts from correspondents with Lord 
Robert* on the subject, In which tha 
British commander-ln-cMef in South 
Africa dwelt on the difficulties of trans- 
port owing to his rapid advance.

could quite understand, that-people im- 
perfectly inexperienced in these matters 
•were concerned at hearing of th« hard- 
ships th« »Jck and wounded had to under- 
go. H» did not wish to shirk responsi- 
bility or screen asyaete, and suggested 
that a. committee of medical men and 
persons of sound common sense proceed 
lo South Africa to investigate tha 
vharges. 


Mr. Balfour also informed the house 
>at the government agreed to the ap- 


pointment of an independent committee 
as suggested by Lord Roberts, and he, 
today, would propose a nominal grant 
for the' army medloal corps, 30 that the 
house would have an opportunity to 
thoroughly thresh out the matter.

He said 
there bad been an abnormal numtier of 
sick at Bloemfontein, due to the ex- 
hausting nature of the march and the 
terribly insanitary condition of the camp 
at Paardetierg, where the only water 
available for drinking flowed from the 
Boer camp, higher up, where the river 
was crowded with decomposing animals, 
and also with a considerable number of 
wounded after the fight on March 10. •

Bloemfontein for such a number, which j 
had become 2000 before he left Bloem- | 
fontein, was no easy task, said Lord 
CEtobarts. No tents were carried and the 
public buildings had to be turned into 
hospitals. In three months there had 
been 6369 admissions to the hospital of 
patients suffering from enteric fever, 
while the deaths numbered 1370, about 
21 percent. Lord Roberts observed that 
he did not know whether this would bo 
an abnormal rate in civil hospitals in 
peace tim«s; but, if the rate were ab- 
normal, it was due to the exhausted 
etate of the men and not to the neglect 
ItiC the medical corps.

Life and Death, With Nature In the 
Box and Twenty Quart* of Nltroglyceria 
Doing Service an the Ball. 


One of tbe most thrilling experiences 


recorded in the annals of shooters' ca- 
reers was that in which Dick Singleton, 
uu old time Bradford shooter, played 
tho rolo of hero. He played it well too. 
That tho sensational drama did not turn 
out to bo a tragedy in which six lives 
were taken iu the last act is due to the 
hero's cool head, quick decision and su- 
perb nerve in tho face of almost certain 
death. 


Singleton was one of the best known 


shooters in the Bradford field. He had 
all the qualities whioh enter into the 
make up of a successful juggler with 
death's agencies. He had shot hundreds 
of wells and transported glycerin all 
ever roads whioh at certain seasons 
had no counterpart for all round vil- 
lainy anywhere, but his reckless caution 
had always averted a catastrophe. 


One day Singleton started out to shoot 


a well located near Bradford. The well 
had been "drilled in" two or three days 
before, but tho shooter had been too 
busy to put in a hhot.

BEE BUZZES. 


In many seasons the heaviest flow of 


honey lasts only a few days. 


Better results are obtained In the In- 


crease of bees if they are allowed to 
swarm naturally. 


Raising section honey in perfect shape 


is very costly. Indeed, it costs as much 
for one pound of section honey as tor 
three of extracted. 


Give the bees plenty of working room if 


you want to prevent small swarms from 
coming out. 
When the hives become 


crowded is when the bees look out for a 
new home. 


Foul brood is a kind of minute fungus 


which, when once started, increases with 
wonderful rapidity and only ceases to ex- 
tend when the supply of material that it 
feeds on gives out. 


It is entirely uscle&s to expect bees to 


work in supers when they have space un- 
filled in the body of the hive. If it is a 
new swarm, they will fill the hive first; 
if an old one, they will work in the su- 
pers until the hive is lifted. 


Bees place the honey as fast as they 


gather it with their bills in their honey 
sacks, which are in front and entirely 
outside the real stomach. A bee weighs 
three times as much when returning to 
the hive loaded as when it started out.— 
St. Louis Republic.

The hygienic institute of Wurzburg 


university a few days ago published 
the fact that Dr. Zierler, dentist, con- 
nected with the institute, had practi- 
cally applied an Important discovery 
made by the scientists of the universi- 
ty and had succeeded in killing and ex- 
tirpating bttcteria in the teeth and 
Jaws of living persons by Introducing 
electric currents. 


To the St. Louis Post-Dispatch cor- 


respondent at Berlin who called on, 
him in Wurzburg Dr. Zierler said re- 
garding his experiments: 


"The discovery of the bacillus which 


causes gangrene of the tooth nerve 
was made by Arkoevy, who discovered 
It Professor Lebmann of Wursburg 
university, a well known scientist, had 
for years tested the power of resistance 
of this and other bacilli and found it 
impervious to all the known expedients 
which medicine has for killing it 


"The remedies which science prescrib- 


ed were effective only after repeated 
application and not at all in cases 
where the roots of the tooth were too 
close together to be approached from 
without and where the micro organism 
could not be reached. 
All such dis- 


eased teeth had to be given up as lost 


"The idea of applying a weak electric 


current to the tooth and killing the 
bacteria with its aid is my very own, 
though negative results in attempts of 
the same kind should have discouraged 
me in renewing them. But I imagined 
that the methods used might have been 
at fault, so I tried again and again. 
My experiments were made in the lab- 
oratory of the hygienic institute and 
promised success from the first. 


"Having succeeeded in killing the 


bacilli of the tooth nerve gangrene, I 
applied the electric currents to other 
bacteria and was rewarded by com- 
plete success. This is proved beyond 
doubt by the photograms which I have 
made. 
By careful controlling I ob- 


tained the proofs that the organisms 
had been completely extirpated, while 
the nutritious substance to which the/ 
adhered had not been poisoned. 


"The electric currents were intro- 


duced into gangrenous roots of teeth 
just extracted by means of needle elec- 
trodes of platina, and they sterilized 
the whole roots in each case. When I 
had repeated this experiment many 
times, always with the same good re- 
sult, I tried it upon, patients with mar- 
velous success. When the process is 
correctly applied, it is absolutely pain- 
less, and the narrowest root canals can 
be sterilised if the needle electrode can 
be introduced. 


"I have also succeeded in curing very 


severe cases of gangrene in the jaw- 
bone which seemed quite hopeless be- 
fore 1 tried electricity. 


"I feel quite certain that teeth which 


were considered lost under the old 
system can be saved by the application 
of this invention." 


Dr. Zierler would not say what bis 


topes were with regard to the applica- 
tion. of the electric current to local af- 
fections other than tooth gangrene, but 
he said: 


"Specialists for different diseases are 


welcome to make experiments with the 
manner of applying the electric cur- 
rent, for which short instructions have 
already been published." 


RULING AS TO WALTZING. 


Dancing Blasters Declare WI»«t They 


Regard as tlie Correct Position. 
How the gentleman should hold the 


lady in the waltz was settled by the 
Daucing Masters' association recently 
at Asbury Park, N. J., after an extend- 
ed discussion. The new rule reads: 


"First the gentleman offers his left 


hand to the lady, who, if she feels in- 
clined to dance, places her right hand 
In the extended masculine hand, the 
gentleman being careful to "close the 
tips of his fingers over the fair hand of 
his partner. The lady's right arm Is 
slightly curved, the gentleman's arm 
being bent or extended as required by 
the lady's reach." 


The waltz position Is elaborated fur- 


ther in this wise: 


"The fiugers of the gentleman's right 


hand are clustered and touch the lady 
at the waist line. The'lady's left hand 
rests on the gentleman's arm a little 
above the elbow. The bodies of the 
dancers must not touch." 


Thus the dancing masters have rele- 


gated to oblivion the perpendicular 
arm extension, the straight stretch 
from the shoulder and the closed em- 
brace. The waltz position as finally 
eettled by the national association will 
be adhered to strictly by the teachers.

SAV£ THE ROADSIDE BUSHES 


Forestry Association Sends Suggestions 


to New Tree Wardens 


The Massachusetts forestry associ- 


ation has sent to every tree warden in 
the state a small book on pruning, 
planting and Insect pests, which in 
view of the fact that the office is a 
new one and most of oie wardens in- 
experienced, will prove <>f considerable 
value. Some of its suggestions will be 
of general intez-est. The following are 
extracts from chapters on duties of 
tree wardens: 


No warden can be entirely success- 


ful, no matter haw good his intent- 
ions may be, unless he is supported by 
a hearty public sentiment and a rea- 
sonable appropriation of public funds. 
Given this backing he can ac<xjmr>lish 
much. 
His first thoughts should be 


given to the existing trees on the high- 
ways. Their condition should bo stud- 
ied and j>lans made to put them in a 
healthy condition. Too much shouH 
not be undertaken at a time. It is best, 
in this, as in most other matters, to 
make haste- slowly, doing thorough 
work. Trees should first be carefully 
pruned, care being- taken to remove all 
dead wood and to treat scars and cav- 
ities. 
One tree thoroughly treated 


will prove a better invstment than a 
dozen skimmed over. Measures should 
also be taken to protect, trees in vil- 
lage streets, especially young- trees, 
from, the attacks of horses and small 
boys. 


One of the evils against which there 


has for some time past been a very 
general outcry is the destruction of 
roadside growth outside the village 
centers. Wardens should endeavor in 
every way to discourag-e the indiscrim- 
inate mowing- of the roadsides, and to 
ihla end should i>etition the selectmen 
at an early date to define "the resident 
district" as provide for in Chapter 33?, 
Acts of 1899. These limits being fixed, 
the warden is given authority to grant 
the right to cut roadside trees outside 
without the formality of a public hear- 
ing, but he should cause it to be known 
that it Is contrary to law for anyone 
to cut any roadside trees without first 
consulting the warden. 
In granting 


such cutting the warden should always 
endeavor to reserve enough trees to 
furnish roadside shade. 


Ncn set of regulations for the use of 


wardens can be drawn to fit all locali- 
ties. In this matter It will be beat to 
wait until xcerien.ce shows the local 
needs. 


In case a town fails to appropriate 


any funds for the warden's use his 
duties will be merely to guard the 
town's trees from, unlawful attack. 
Corporations running wires through 
the street trees should do so only und- 
er the warden's eye and! at their own 
expense. It Is to be hoped that no 
town will fee so careless of the welfare 
of its trees as to allow any man to 
trim them for what he can get out of 
them in the way. of wood. 
If a town 


fails to furnish, funds for street tree 
work, it might be legitimate for the 
warden unofficially to solicit private 
contributions for this purpose. Funds 
thus secured could be expended by him 
in his official capacity. 


It is held by the authorities in some 


places that the law ag-ainst cutting 
or mutilating a tree applies to the root 
as well as to tvve tor», and coniora- 
tions in laying pipes in the streets are 
obliged to do so under the warden's di- 
rection. 


The forestry association plans to in- 


vite all the wardens to a conference 
in, Boton early in the autumn. 
For 


this city, the commissioner of public 
works is the tree Warden,

TOILERS OF THE AIR. 


How the Work on a Suspension Bridge Is 


IKme. 


The workmen on the cables follow 


closely after the builders of the iron 
roadway. These men are engaged in 
more perilous employment, if anything, 
than the former. 
They climb nimbly 


up to the very summit of the huge tow- 
ers, and then without flinching proceed 
to descend the inclined cables. It makes 
the spectators below tremble for them, 
•so dangerous is the descent, but the 
workmen have no fear, else they would 
be unfitted for the duty required of 
them. 
After sliding down the cable a 


dozen feet, they stop and turn around 
and face the towers. The men working 
the derrick slowly swing out to them 
the end of a cable about three inches in 
diameter. 
Another mas carries out to 


them by means of a small hand pulley 
and rope a redhot band of steel, which 
the cable workers seize with their 
pinchers and clasp around the large cable 
on which they are resting. Then while 
the steel is still hot and malleable, the 
email cable, with its end secured in a 
thick bolt of steel, is brought into posi- 
tion, and the end welded into the red- 
hot steel band encircling the main ca- 
ble. The workmen pound and forge 
away, hammering, twisting and bend- 
ing the metal before it cools off. 
The 


welding must be done rapidly, and the 
workmen have no time to stop and think 
of the dangerous position in which they 
are j^ced. Probably the only support 
they iiave comes from their legs, which 
they wind tightly around the cable, as 
thay swing their arms and upper part 
of the body with violent exertion. 


When this cable is forged into its 


place, the workmen take a few moments 
of rest, and then slide down to the next 
joint, where the same operation is re- 
peated. Cable after cable is attached in 
this way nntil there is a regular tangle 
of steel work and dangling cables, look- 
ing for all the world like a spider's web. 
But there is order in this colossal spider 
web such as never existed in the home 
of the insect that weaves the webs in 
our homes and woods. Gradually one 
part of the bridge after another is fin- 
ished, and when the "false work" of 
scaffolds is removed the structure stands 
out in all the beauty of its finished state. 


The bridge builders must not only be 


skilled in their work, but they must 
have the hardihood and daring of the 
Bailor, for most of their work is per- 
formed at an altitude higher than the 
topmast of any sailing vessel. They la- 
bor in all kinds of weather—when the 
sun is ponring down its torrid rays in 
midsummer or when the mercury regis- 
ters zero in winter. 


To them their dizzy height is no more 


than the 15 or 20 feet are to the ordi- 
nary carpenter or house painter. They 
seldom use ladders. They would be cdn- 
stantly in the way. If they want to 
reach a higher framework, they climb 
nimbly up the steel works or jump 
lightly across from one truss to another. 
A jump of three feet from girder to 
girder is a commonplace occurrence to 
them.—George E. Walsh in Godey's 
Magazine.

BICYCLE NOT A VEHIQH 


Town Not Required to Keep Roads in 


Repair for Them. Based on Deci. 


sion of Supreme Court 


Last Week 


The suit of Professor Spring against 


the town of Williamstown, which was 
w trial In the superior court yesterday 
and. today, was endld this afternoon 
with a judgment In favor of the town. 
The account of the trial is rriven be- 
low, 
the facts being slisrly that Prof- 


essor Spring rode off the road near the 
W alley bridge on his bicycle. 


The evidence showed tha Injuries that 


he had received, which were due to 
to conditKw. of the t>lace. 


Justice Hopkins gave a decision in 


favor of the town, however, basing it 
on the decision of the supreme court 
last Friday, reported in this paper, 
that the bicycle is not a vehicle ipi the 
meaning of the law which relates to 
the care of roads. The supreme court 
held that towns were not required to 
keep the roadways in such repair that 
bicyclists would be enabled to 
ride 


along them with assured safety. 


The decision) is the first to be made 


by a superior court justice under the 
ruling of the supreme court, and is of 
much interest throughout the county 
as well as ta the town of WJlliami- 
towru

He said that he then climbed back to 
the road, where he saw a team ap- 
proaching-, and calling to the team to 
stop, he found the carriage was oc- 
cupied by Dr. Lloyd. He said that he 
asked Dr. Lloyd to assist him, but the 
doctor for some reason refused him. 


\ He was plosely questioned in regard to 


the gas light, but could not state 
definitely as to whether he saw the 
light or not. He was1 then asked if he 


i struck the bridge, and he again said 
he was unable to say. The next wit- 
ness called was George W. Grundy, 
who stated th-at he visited the bridge 
oni the night of the accident and to- 
gether with a companion, went down to 
the river, where he found the wheel.

"Wa never called Econey by ths 


tamo of Jaok, although his Christian 
name was John, aud in the cattle conn- 
try they was few men named after 
Christ's chief disoiple who was not 
kuowu as Jaok. We always called him 
John Rooney. The last I ever heerd of 
him be were living up In Nebraska, not 
far from Oaallalu, on the south fork of 
the Plutto, just after the stream leaves 
tho Colorado line." 


Thus discoursed a former cattleman, 


who ia now pursuing a peaceful dud 
commonplace life in Kansas City, the 
other evening. He was talking of life 
on the trtg cattle range in the days when 
tho fame of Dodge City, Abileno, Hayes 
City and Ellis was on the wane as totigh 
towns of Kansas and their upbuilding aa 
law abiding communities bad begun. 


"In them days," he continued, "our 


openings for fun was less frequent than 
national holidays are at present. It was 
mostly hard riding, and lots of it.

Medicine Lodge, and so we kept pretty 
well wet. Rooney here displayed his 
sagacity. While we all bad forgotten 
all about them pesky Injuns he comes 
in one day -we was to leave and puts in- 
to the w^gon about SO of them big ro- 
man candles that shoot ten times, you 
know, each shot a big ball of yellow, 
red or bluish flame. 
" 'What you going to do with them 


Fourth of July fixings now?' we all asks, 
seeing as how it was getting closer to 
Thanksgiving.' 
" 'Never yon, mind that,' said John, 


kinder -winking his eye southeast.

the trip back to the Canadian, but says 
nothing. A few days after -we gets back 
them Injuns begins gathering for a an- 
uual feast of some kind, and then one 
night they prepares for one of them 
dances. Of course, all of the boys what 
could be spared wanted off to see the 
monkey business of them redskins. 
Then John Rooney, he called a council 
of war and unfolded tho secret of them 
roman candles what be bought at Med- 
icine Lodge.

SALTS OF THE NAVY.

rioodoos and Spells V.'hlch May Work All 


Sorts of Evils on Board and Which 
Bluet Be CarfefaU? Guarded Against. 
The Tattooing Hubit. 


The most picturesque superstitions of 


Iho seas are those which govern a mod- 
rrn inan-o'-war. 
Every old salt in the 


imvy believes in hoodcos and spells 
which may wojk all sorts of evils on 
his Bhip and must be carefully guarded 
ugainst. 


The powers of a ship'a hoodoos com- 


mence before the ship has entered the 
water. It is a generally accepted super- 
stition that if the first blow which ia 
struck the keel brings sparks the ship is 
destined to suffer from a raking fire 
from the enemy. 


The old time practice of stealing a 


piece of wood and imbedding ii in the 
prow for good luck is, of course, impos- 
sible in the case of steel ships, though 
it is considered lucky to have a piece of 
stolen wood on board. 


Another old superstition is satisfied 


by placing a silver coin in some crevice 
of the fighting top of the mainmast or 
some place below decks where it touches 
the steel mast. Originally it was a very 
common custom to imbed a silver coin, 
and preferably a Spanish coin, in the 
wooden steps near the mest. 


Figureheads have been in high favor 


with sailors from remote antiquity. 
Originally they were carved to repre- 
sent some god^or saint. Even today a 
sailor would IJf sitate to sail on an iron- 
clad without such protection. 


The ceremony of launching a ship is 


merely a concession to an old supersti- 
tion. The various formalities of ship 
christening have been followed with 
little variation for centuries. 


In the early days 6r shipbuilding it 


was tho custom for the captain and tho 
crew to eat tbejr first meal stowed away 
in the mold loft. Their meal invariably 
consisted of eggs and sulphur. Prom 
this custom has come the present day 
•practice of providing cakes and wine 
for the crew. And • the old libation 
which the priests used to pour over the 
prow of the ship as she slipped into the 
water has been replaced by the break- 
ing of a bottle of champagna 


The modern man-of-war dashes into 


the water with flags waving from every 
masthead. In order to gratify this old 
superstition it has been necessary to ex- 
pend hundreds of dollars for the chris- 
tening of a single ship. But no one be- 
grudges this extravagance. In a way it 
is necessary. 


The good or ill luck of certain days 


is still a belief among the sailors. Fri- 
day is a day of ill omen, and Sunday 4s 
usually a fucky day! 


A superstition about women is a relio 


of the old belief in witchcraft. It ia 
thought that a woman by throwing sand 
in the air on shipboard can piuduce 
violent storms. Not many years ago 
some women who traveled on English 
warships were tortured during a storm 
to make them quiet the waves. 


These barbaric beliefs, however, are 


partially compensated by the supersti- 
tion which sailors have held for centu- 
ries that beautiful children bring a 
blessing to a ship. The Neck was a 
handsome boy with golden curls. It is 
gaid that he is always accompanied by 
a black lamb and carries with him a 
golden harp. Our old salts have especial 
confidence in a ship which is christened 
by a child.. 


The average sailor is superstitious 


about the ringing of the ship.'s bells. 
In olden times the bells were blessed 
before they were used. At present, if a 
mistake is made ia striking the hour, 
the sailors insist that the bells at once 
be struck backwards to break the spell, 
and if by any chance the wind should 
catch the bells and swing them all the 
way around, or if they strike nine bells, 
it is believed that it will be the last of 
that ship.

The Comfort and Henltlifnlness of Woven 


Straw Sandals. 


"I may seem to be quarreling with 


my bread and butter," said an up town 
chiropodist to one of his best customers 
the other day, "but in my humble and 
somewhat prof essiotml opinion, the most 
sensible of all men in the matter of foot- 
wear is the Chinaman. 
Did you ever 


notice bis feet? I don't believe there is 
such & thing as a oorn or a bunion in 
all China. 
Chiropodists would starve 


to death there so far as the requirements 
of the maaculine foot are concerned. 
Whatever the deformities inflicted on 
the feet of women in China may be, the 
men certainly finjoy sound and comfort- 
able understandings. Look at the Chi- 
nese laundrymen here in Washington. 
They stand at their work 18 hours a 
day. No class of •workingmen I know of 
spend so many hours on their feet as 
they do. Yet they never break down 
there, and, physically, they are a won- 
derfully healthy race. 


"Simple living and freedom from the 


nervous pursuits of our civilization may 
have something to do with it, but I at- 
tribute their exemption from foot weak- 
ness and disease to the kind of house 
shoe so universally worn by them. I 
have a pair that I have worn for several 
years, and I wouldn't wear anything 
else for genuine indoor comfort. They 
are woven of straw and seaweed and 
soled with horse hide. There is a thick 
sole of straw above the leather, and 
through this the air can circulate free- 
ly, keeping the muscles of the under- 
part of the foot always cool. The laun- 
drymen, yoo notice, are usually bare- 
foot, which is an added advantage in 
the matter of healthfullness. There is 
about as little material in the uppers as 
is consistent with the idea of a shoe, 
and this is just enough to keep the 
thing on the foot. This upper, too, is 
woven loosely of seaweed, so that the air 
can have access to the foot. Nowhere 
does this shoe pinch or in the least de- 
gree press the foot. 


"These are the indoor shoes of the 


Chinaman. On the street here in the 
United States nowadays be wears very 
commonly the leather shoes or boots of 
American manufacture. That is one of 
the ways in which he is becoming 
Americanized. But the outdoor cloth 
ehoe of China is a great deal worn also. 
That, like the indoor shoe, is very thiofe 
and soft in the sole, and the foot ia 
never pinched or strained by it. The 
healthiest footgear ever known proba- 
bly was the sandal of the Greeks. It 
had no upper, and, as yon will see in 
statuary, the feet of men and women 
xvere ideally perfect All the sandal af- 
forded was a protection from the ground. 
'To him who wears sandals,' say the 
Arabs, 'it is aa if the world were shod 
with leather.' The Chinaman seems to 
follow out this motto, and his shoes are 
nearly soles and nothing more. But the 
great secret of the excellence of his in- 
door shoe ia the half inch straw sole." 
—Washington Star.

The social event of the June season, 


and the most brilliant wedding that 
Berkshire has seen for many a day, 
was that 
of Miss Florence Agnes
